He did not figure on 
foim, but racegoers who wager money on inforina 
tion bet on Dr, Ii«*ggo. The lMM>kmnkers state that 
he was the best-hacked horse in the Burns Handi 
R'Stp. .^iF’Cafferfy thought hl.s horse was a certainty, 
and tohl his friends. That is why the horse was 
backed.
